Canadian - built, Canadian-manned 
plane with thirty passengers and a 
large crew on board is winging its way 
across the Pacifi¢ from Canada to Australia 
in the inaugural flight of the trans-Pacific 
service of the Canadian Pacific Air Lines 
Marking a change in the times, the new 
“Empress of Vancouver” as the Canadair 
craft is named, will touch down at Sydney, 
Australia, on. Wednesday (P.8.T.), after 
clearing from Vancouver on Sunday. Its 
cost of construction probably is akirf to the 
cost of the early ferry steamers that plied 
the triangle run in the Gulf of Georgia and 
Puget Sound 
There is a dual significance to the event 
Not only is Canada entering into the Pacific 
theatre with civilian air transit, but also 
that role is being carried by a private com- 
pany, outside of the previous national 
monopoly enjoyed by the Trans-Canada Air 


ines. It wasyT.C.A.'s pre-occupation.on the 
Atlantic that left the Pacific leg of the all- 
red Empire flight routes exclusively to Aus- 
tralia in the last three years. The national- 
ly-owned.airline.could not.be-streteched-to 
do it all.
